Commissioner Lunseth called the meeting to
order at 2:10 p.m. in room 208 of the Gardner Hotel, Fargo, North Dakota.
Present were Commissioners Math Dahl, Henry Steinberger, Einar Dahl and
Gordon Gray. It was explained that the meeting was called prior to its
originally scheduled hour in order to permit the delegation representing
the Bowman County Water Management District to present their request to the
Commission for financial aid. They were scheduled to be airborne at 4:00
o'clock p.m., the time for which the meeting was originally set.

BOWMAN<-HALEY PROJECT John Amundson, attorney for the Bowman County
Water Management District introduced Rudy
Bertsch and Olaf Soreide to the Commission and thanked the Commission for
allowing them to appear before them. He explained that the district would
be allowed fifty years to pay the Corps of Engineers the estimated cost of
$620,000. The payment period would be delayed ten years, interest free.
Therefore, the money they have available now could be invested for twelve
years before the first payment is due. It is estimated that if the district
had $2650,000 invested the annual interest of such investment plus the money
pledged by the municipalities to be benefited by the project and the $10,000
pledged by the district, would give the district enough money to allow it
to meet each annual paymeént as it became due and still allow the district
to retain the principal $260,000. The district lackes approximately
$46,600 of this required $260,000. |t was pointed out that the district
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must prove to the Corps of Engineers its ability to pay now not when the dam
is completed.

It was explained that the district is basing
its ability to meet the future payments on the supposition that the county's
tax levy would continue to yield the necessary income and the oil royalties
it is now receiving would reach a maximum of $3,000 and would also not be
taken away by a future legislature. |If either source of income should fail
to yield its anticipated amount the district would be faced with a deficit
which it could not overcome. It was explained how each legal entity within
the district and the district itself expects to raise the amount of money
each has pledged. |f the district had an additional $46,600 it would have
enough money to invest and be able to meet the annual payments on the basis
of the interest earned by such investment. Subsection 7 of section 61-02-14
of the North Dakota Century Code was read and discussed. It was felt that
this statute, amended by the 1963 Legislative Assembly, would allow the
Commission to grant the district its request.

Commissioner Einar Dahl raised the question
of the Commission's authority to give money to the district for the purpose
of using the interest yield. It was the general consensus of opinion that
the Commission is authorized in section 3 of HB 525 to give the district
the money requested to be paid to the Corps of Engineers on the principal
amount owed and thus reduce the funds needed to be invested by that amount.

It was moved by Commissioner Gallagher,
seconded by Commissioner Einar Dahl and carried that the Commission set aside
$50,00C for the Bowman County Water Management District to be granted to the
district when construction of the Bowman-Haley Dam is commenced.

It was moved by Commissioner Math Dahl,
seconded by Commissioner Einar Dahl and carried that the meeting recess and
reconvene at the Town House Motel at 4:00 o'clock p.m. The meeting recessed
at 2:5C o'clock p.m.

The meeting reconvened in the Club Room,
Town House Motel, Fargo, North Dakota and was called to order by Commissioner
Lunseth at 4:00 o'clock p.m.

LAKE AGASS1Z SUGAR Clark J. Jenkins, Secretary of the Lake
CORPORAT ION WATEﬁnyRMIT Agassiz Sugar Corporation, gave a short
Gk resume' of the history of the Lake Agassiz

Sugar Corporation. He stated that its financing has been arranged and the
services of an experienced manager have been procured. A water permit is
now needed to allow the progress of the corporation to continue.

Mr. Hoisveen stated that the application of
the corporation had been considered at the Commission meeting in Minot on
August 20, 1963. It was the. Commission's opinion at that time that the
application could not be approved because it did not specify either the point
of diversion or the amount of water required.

Mr. Jenkins indicated that the corporation is
now in a position to submit a corrected application requesting 5000 acre-

feet and showing the point of diversion to be between Sections 18 and 19,
Reed Township, Cass County, North Dakota

It was moved by Commissioner Gray, seconded
by Commissioner Steinberger and carried that a water right be granted in
accordance with the corrected application.

MINUTES OF SEPTEMBER 24, It was moved by Commissioner Gallagher,
1963 APPROVED seconded by Commissioner Steinberger and

carried that the Commission dispense with
the reading of the September 24, 1963 minutes and the minutes be approved
as read.

F INANC |AL , STATEMENT FOR The financial statement for September, 1963,
SEPTEMBER 1963 was distributed. It was moved by Commissioner

Gallagher, seconded by Commissioner Gray and
carried that the September, 1963, financial statement be approved.

RESOLUTION RELATIVE TO ACQUI- A resolution declaring the Commission's

SITION OF LAND SURROUND ING policy in acquiring land surrounding
RESERVOIRS FOR RECREAT IONAL reservoirs for recreational purposes was
PURPOSES distributed, read and discussed. It was

moved by Commissioner Gallagher, seconded
by Commissioner Einar Dahl and carried that any action relative to such
resolution be postponed until the Governor is afforded the opportunity to
study it.

WATER FROJECT FEASIBILITY Secretary Hoisveen indicated that he was in
STUDIES - BONEHILL CREEK receipt of two requests for feasibility
AND SPANGRUD DAM studies relative to water projects at Bone-

hill Creek, LaMoure County, and Spangrud
Dam, Williams County. It was moved by Commissioner Gray, seconded by
Commissioner Einar Dahl and carried that the feasibility studies be approved.

RUGBY GROUNDWATER STUDY Secretary Hoisveen stated Rugby has requested

a groundwater survey. The U. S. Geological
Survey has initiated a policy whereby it no longer participates in groundwater
surveys for municipalities. Therefore, the estimated cost of $6,000 would be
shared equally by the Commission and Rugby. It was moved by Commissioner
Steinberger and seconded by Commissioner Gallagher that the Commission partici-
pate in the amount of $3,000 in the Rugby groundwater survey. Motion carried.

SHEYENNE GROUNDWATER STUDY Secretary Hoisveen said that he had received
$1,500 from the municipality of Sheyenne as

its share in the requested groundwater study. Commissioner Lunseth yielded

the chsir to Commissioner Einar Dahl in order that he might take part in the

impending vote. It was moved by Commissioner Lunseth, seconded by Commissioner

Gallagher and carried that the Commission participate in the amount of $1,500

in the Sheyenne groundwater study.

PEMB INA DRAIN #16 Secretary Hoisveen indicated that the Commis-
sion was requested to participate in the

cost of the Pembina Drain in the amount of 40 per cent or $6,265.47. Commis-

sioner Lunseth yielded in the chair to Commissioner Einar Dahl in order that he
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might properly participate in the following action on the instant question.
It was moved by Commissioner Lunseth and seconded by Commissioner Gray and
carried that the Commission participate in the cost of the Pembina Drain
#16 in the amount of $6,266.

TRAILL DRAIN #38 Secretary Hoisveen stated that the Commis~
sion has been requested to participate in
the cost of Traill Drain #38 in the amount of 40 per cent or $3,677.94. In
order that he might take part in the following action Commissioner Lunseth
yielded the chair to Commissioner Einar Dahl. It was moved by Commissioner
Lunseth, seconded by Commissioner Gray and carried that the Commission par-
ticipate in the cost of the Traill Drain #38 in the amount of $3,668.

WATER RIGHTS The application of Alvin Nelson, Grassy
Butte, North Dakota to divert 100 acre-
#1101 feet of water from Beicegel Creek, tributary

tary of the Little Missouri River, for the
purpose of irrigating 50.76 acres of land was presented by Secretary Hoisveen
to the Commission for consideration. The State Engineer, Milo W. Hoisveen,
considered the application and recommended 50.7 acre-feet to irrigate 50,76
acres. |t was moved by Commissioner Steinberger,seconded by Commissioner
Gallagher and carried that the application as modified by the State Engineer
be approved and the permit granted for the diversion of 50.7 acre-feet to
irrigate 50.76 acres.

#1102 The application of Reinhold J. Klaudt, Linton,
North Dakota, to divert 76.6 acre-feet for an
impoundment from an unnamed intermittent stream, tributary of Beaver Creek
and the Missouri River, to irrigate 26.8 acres and for stockwatering, recrea-
tional and wildlife purposes was presented by the Secretary to the Commission
for consideration. The State Engineer, Milo W. Hoisveen, has considered the
application and recommends that Mr. Klaudt be allowed to divert 53.6 acre-feet
to irrigate 26.8 acres for stockwatering, recreational and wildlife purposes.
It was moved by Commissioner Steinberger, seconded by Commissioner Gallagher
and carried that the application as modified by the State Engineer be approved
and the permit granted for the diversion of 53.6 acre-feet for an impoundment
to irrigate 26.8 acres and for stockwatering, recreational and wildlife purposes.

#1103 The application of the City of West Fargo to

divert 60 acre-feet from an underground source
for domestic and municipal use was presented. The State Engineer, Milo W.
Hoisvezn, considered the application and recommended that the city be allowed
to divert 60 acre-feet with the rate of withdrawal to be determined after the
pump test data has been compiled. It was moved by Commissioner Steinberger,
seconded by Commissioner Gallagher and carried that the application be approved
and the permit granted for diversion of 60 acre-feet from an underground source
with rate of withdrawal to be determined by the State Engineer after receipt of
the city's pumping test.

There being no further business the meeting
adjourned at 5:00 p.m.
